TUBERCULOSIS X-RAY 
TEST IS V ALUABLE 
Because early tuberculosis may 
not manifest symptoms or physical 
sictis, all chc-t exam inations 
for 
tuberculosis should be accom pan­ 
ied by an X -ray picture, accord­ 
ing to the Medical Com mittee of 
the Missouri Tuberculosis Assoc­ 
iation. 
“The beginnings of tuberculosis 
frequently do not 
cause 
cough, 
pain, or discomfort to the patient. 
This is the reason the disease is 
not recognized in a large num ber 
of patients until it is 
advanced," 
the committee states. “Unless X- 
ray films of the chest are taken, 
physicians themselves may not be 
able to detect the earliest onset 
of the disease.” 
M any children become infected 
with tubercle bacilli, as may b* 
shown by a positive reaction to the 
tuberculin test. 
Fortunately foi 
the race, childhood infection af­ 
ter infancy is not usually disast­ 
rous. 
Discovery 
of 
childhood 
tuberculosis is important because 
it shows that the child has 
been 
subject to a source of infection 
and massive doses ot the germ re­ 
ceived through constant 
contact 
with an open case is 
dangerous 
the com mittee points out. 
The importance 
of 
analyzing 
the sputum of tuberculosis patients 
to discover tubercle bacilli, class 
ing a case as “open" if the germs 
are found, is also stressed. 
A fter a child has reacted posi­ 
tively to the tuberculin test, X 
ray films should be taken at two- 
year intervals, or oftener if nec­ 
essary, to see whether or not the 
first infection is flaring into ac­ 
tive disease. 
“The X -ra y has ben called ‘an 
autopsy of the living,’ ” the com­ 
m ittee’s statem ent says. 
“Adults 
may appear in perfect health for 
months, and at times for 
years, 
after 
active 
tuberculosis ' has 
started. 
As a 
rule, 
pulm onary 
tuberculosis 
is 
som ew hat 
ad ­ 
vanced w hen pleurisy 
develops, 
hem orrhage occurs, or cough con­ 
tinues. 
“The answ er to the problem of 
early diagnosis, then, is the X-ray. 
Every m em ber of a tuberculous 
family should undergo routine X - 
ray exam inations. 
Every patient 
who goes to his physician 
for 
a 
chest 
exam ination, 
suspecting 
tuberculosis, should insist that an 
X -ray film be made.”
